Mr. Eorron—We are awate that to the. 
inferences deduced by us in our last con- 
monication, and which naturally follow from 


the leading features of the above systems,

‘ive of such evils. To this objection we 
reply, that we make a wide distinction be- 
tween those who adhere to any system and 
the system itself, and that the professors o1 
any system are freqvently found to be eith- 
er better or worse than their creeds require 
they should be; and that wedo not speak 
raerely of the adoption of Calvinism, but of 
its application and reduetion to practice. 
Weare happy to add also that both the’ 
hearts aud lives of many Calvinists actually 
disclaim the doctrines and principles advo- 
cated by their leader and tounder, and that 
they simply adhere to those doctrines in 
theory, while they reject them in practice. 
They would shudder at the thonght of the 


cede from his determinations, repent >!

accomplish. As he is a Being who is in- 
finitelysperfect, his designs as well as his 
actions must be of necessity right, and of 
whatever is right a being of undeviating 
rectiiude must approve. Now as God pro- 
duces sin, as the existence of si is occa- 
sioned by an eternal and irrevocable de- 
cree of the Deity, and as he is incapable of 
repenting of whatever he has done, he must 
consequently approve sin, as well as hofi- 
ness and virtue. But this doctrine goes 
further. It breaks down the partition be- 
tween virtue and vice, and reduces them to 
vain and empty distinctions. For if Godis 
infinitely holy, nothing can proceed trom 
him that is not good in its nature. Bot as 
sin proceeded from God, according to those 


commission of crimes, of which, according Asystems which make hum the author of sin, 


to their system, God is not only the author, 
but also the approver. We shall also en- 
deavor to avoid confounding the abuses of 
a system with the proper uses that may be 
made of it, the latter of which may be as 
beneficial, as the former is injurious to so- 
ciety. But the principles under considera- 
tion, we donot conceive to be capable of 
any abuse whatever, aad the evils resulting 
from them we consider natural and neces. 
sary consequences, from the application of 
of them. The principles and doctrines of 
Calvin however dishotorable they may be, 
to the character of the Deity, however dan- 
gerous to the happiness and welfare. of 
mankind, when reduced to practice; are 
perfectly harmless in reference to” society, 
when maintained by persons of the above 
description. In such cases these doctrines 
may be compared to wild and savage ani- 
mals committed to the custody of faithful 
and vigilant keepers, and prevented by 
restraint and confinement from doing those 
mischiefs, and producing that havoc and 
destruction which might be expected from 
permitting them to roam at liberty, and giv- 
ing full permission to indulge their native 
cruelty and ferocity. The evils which 
might be expected from the maintenance of 
the same doctrines by persons of an oppo- 
site character, may be justly compared to 
the desolation which the releasement of 


-such animals from their confinement woulif 


inevitably occasion. h 
We have observed that agcording to thesé 
systems, God is not only the author, but the 
approver of sin. That God approves, ne~ 
cessarily follows from the supposition that 
he is the author of sin. For God is an im- 
mutable being. He cannot therefore re-| 


its nature must be consequently good, and 
far from being offensive to him. To what 
consequences do Calvinistic prineiples lead 
us ? 

These consequences could not escape 
the penetration of several eminent defenders 
of Calvinism, who have pot attempted to 
dispute the correctness of them, but unwil- 
‘ling to relinquish the svstem, they have had 
resource to evasive reasoning, implying 
that Ged has no real aversion to sin, &c. 
But while they have been driven to such 
subterfuges in defence of their opinions they 
have been obliged to. contradict another 
doctrine to which, as ‘Trinitarians they can- 
not refuse to assent, viz. the infinity of sin. 
For if sin is not displeasing or offensive to 
God, how can it be an infinite evil? Can 
God be indifferent to an evil of this des- 
cription ? Could he have required an atone- 
ment to his justice of infinite value, fora vio- 
lation of his law, which was far from being 
displeasing to him, and upon which ‘he 
looked with an eye of comparative indifler- 
ence ? Those, therefore, who adhere to the 
system of Calvin, should renounce the Trin- 
itarian creed to act consistently with their 
professed principles. 

But the establishment of these principles 
leads to a still more serious consequence 
then has been hitherto pointed out. They 
invade an essential attribute of the Deity, 
and rob him of u perfection essential to his 
nature and character. They lead, there- 
fore, to the annihilation of God! For what 
is God? Is he not a being of infinite per- 
fections ? And unless he were such a Be- 
ing, would he-not cease to be God? Now 
‘holiness is an essential attribute of the Dei- 
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a perfection, we deprive it of infinity, and 
God no longer exists. 

Now to consequences of this description, 
these principles inevitably lead. Nor can 
any two things be more opposed to each o- 
ther than holiness and sin? Canthe author 
und approver of sin possess any claims to 
the character of agood or holy being >— 
What opinion should we form of any man 
who was in the constant practice of com- 
mitting crimes himself, or of compelling or 
necessitating others to commit them, and 
with as much deliberation justifying and ap- 
proving them?
